. Lond Charles Beresford, In.» recentapacch, In 
which he dweltan a nomber of polots which: 
commissloned cfficers assert aff:ct them disad- 


that no one da the navy hed 
any “prlevances ;" boyybls does not mean that 
sailors havs ceased to krumble, sometimes with 
good cause, The Queen's Regalatlons'discovr- 
age and pricticelly forbid an officer or man 
taking effectlye actlon to remedy any cause of 
complaint, and the result Is that the general 
public are at the present moment unaware of (be 
discontent that exists among all grades and rat- 
Ings on the lower deck of the navy, Statements 
have been prepared by the chlef petty, officers 
acd seamen, in which they set forth thelr com- 
platats, and have bee fo warded to members of 
Parllament and others, {n the hope that some 
action may be taken during the coming Session 
of Parllament. : * 

The appeal from the chief petty officers—the 
blghest rank on the lower deck-——has been issued 
through thelr society, and ts a comparatively 
almple explanation of a single point that cerlaln- 
ly seems to call for the favourable considaratiun 
othe Ad~izulty, Every well-behaved boy onthe 
naval tralntog-ships may asplra:to become fo a 
few years a pelty officer, and thence rlalng step 
by step from petty officer of the second class 
to an officer of the first class, and aven to the 
highert grede of chief petty officer, Promotloa 
to this cblef-ratlng of the lower deck, entalls an 
expenditure on the part of the men of about £20 
each for new oniform (towards which tho Admir- 
alty contributes 5), and it carries with It an 
Increase of pty ranging from threepence to 
fivepence a day, but the pension remains atatlon- 
ary, for when a-chilef pelty officer retires he ts 
reduced fer the purposes of pension calcel- 
ations to the rating of first class petty: officer, 
although his rexponsibilitles durlog the last few 
years of his service bave been greatly focrcased,

A MEDICAL VIEW OF MORALITY, 
pea te 


In the coarse of a thoughtful Introductory ad- 
dress al Mason College, Birmingham, the other 
day, Sir James Crichton-Browne, the eminent

You bavo escaped the perils of the 
embryo, of gestation, and pastaritlon ;.. you 
have fought your way through the legions of 
pathogenic bacteria that Ile in walt for infancy 
acd childhood; you hava survived the break- 
neck hazards of boyhood, and even foothsil has 
not pot.an end to you; you have not as yet 
been devocred by the examination beast of 
prey; you have proved yourselves adapted to 
the climatic conditions in‘which you fied your- 
selves, acd bave been able to provide yourselves 
with ample nourishment. You hava struggled 
op Into existence go far, and bave shown that 
with individual tralts in every casa you aro 
more or less adapted to your environment, 
And now selected, vaccinated, edocated, you are 
about to enter on an entlrely new environment 
az atudents of mediclue, an eovlrooment which 
will again select and scrt you, and, perhaps, In 
a lew Instancer—I trast a very few—reject you 
sltogether, and which will at the samo time 
remodel those of you whom It selects, and pre- 
pare you for atill another and more trying en- 
virooment which you will enter when you go | 
forth {com thts college as practitioners of med!- 
clae.

If you 
would justify your professional existence to your- 
selves, you must put aside such extravagances 
and most early attune

Tedmilt that [t{s not always easy to pay due

It requires othical 
strength to bo ethical. Revolt has always had 
a charm forthe young, Aguosticlam has almost 
cometo be segarded as a igo of Intellectual 
virility, reverence se weakness of the knees.
